Psychiatric Link 
Found in Syncope 


Psychiatric disorders may be responsible for trig- 
gering some cases of syncope, according to the 
Aug 28, 1989, issue of the Medical World News. 
A University of Pittsburgh physician reported 
that incidences of somatization, panic, and anx- 
iety disorders were significantly higher in young, 
healthy patients who experienced syncope of 
unknown origin. He admitted, however, that 
results of additional studies showed a comparable 
occurrence of the same symptoms in a matched 
population with no episodes of syncope. 

In the original study, 175 patients underwent a 
standard psychiatric evaluation and an extensive 
medical examination. It showed that 26 cases of 
syncope had a cardiac cause, 64 had an identifi- 
able noncardiac cause, and 85 were of unknown 
origin. Forty-two of the patients also tested posi- 
tive for psychiatric disorders. Patients with syn- 
cope of unknown origins experienced panic and 
anxiety disorders more frequently than patients 
with syncope of known origins. 

The patients who tested positive were all 
women, and the majority had more than five 
syncope episodes during the year before their 
examination.
